1 ) The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claims 1 and 21 , the prior art fails to disclose, teach or suggest the 
combination of (1) at least two horizontal rows of alternating recesses and protrusions, 
(2) each recess or protrusion having at least four planes extending from the sipe 
centerline, (3) at the sipe centerline, at least one plane of each recess initiating a plane 
of an adjacent protrusion and at least one plane of each protrusion initiating a plane of 
an adjacent recess, and (4) each recess or protrusion terminating in a planar vertex 
spaced from the centerline, the planar vertex being parallel to the sipe centerline taken 
with the remaining limitations of claims 1 and 21 . 

As to claim 15, the prior art fails to disclose, teach or suggest the claimed mold 
blade because the prior art fails to teach the above noted sipe and cannot therefore 
teach a mold blade corresponding to such a sipe.
